WASHINGTON GP-Since the Ko­ 
rean War is three y ears old today 
this mig ht seem a g ood time for 
appraising what has been g ained 
or lost by the United States and 
United Nations on one side and the 
Commu nists on the other, 
(if Bu t any appraisal now can only 
be tem porary ev en thou g h some 
resu lts may seem apparent. What 
s£ *?m like positiv e accomplishments 
today cou ld be wiped ou t fiv e y ears 
from 
now 
withou t 
another 
shot 
being fired. 
For instance, if peace is restored, 
Sou th 
Korea 
throu g h trade and 
other pressu res and relationships 
with North Korea and China mig ht 
j^ e infiltrated by Commu nists who 
cou ld take ov er qu ietly . 
At the sam e time the fu tu re may 
show’ Korea "Was the tu rning point 
in the Western World’s stru g g le 
ag ainst commu nism for it was to­ 
ward the end of the three y ears 
that Ru ssia chang ed tactics and 
talked peace. 
In short, the fu ll resu lts of the 
Korean W ar cannot be known for 
y ears. Yet, on a tem porary basis 
%>niy , some thing s on the credit and 
debit sides can be pointed to. 
This cou ntry and its Allies in 
the U. N. hav e operated in the

For Truckers

C O LU M BU S m—Senate Republi­ 
cans are coming to grips with the 
last major issue of the Ohio Gen­ 
eral ‘Assembly—a bill to levy a tax 
on big trucks to help pay for inter- 
; city highways. 


The issue is before the Senate 


Taxation Committee, which ap­ 
pears at the moment to favor a 
weight-use tax on the highway 
boxcars. The House has passed 
an axle-tax bill. 


The theory of the two taxes is 
not too far apart, but Sen. Donald 
H. Rolf ( R-Hamilton), chairman of 
the Senate 
committee, 
says 
the 
two bills differ in these three im­ 
portant respects: 
1. The weight-use tax would be 
collected in advance for a year, 
six months, or three months, for 
whatever period a trucker expects 
to use Ohio highways. 
2. The weight-use tax does not 
require a trucker to keep books 
on every trip he makes because 
the tax is figured on an average 
annual mileage.rn rn rn 


3. T H E W E IG H T use tax adds a 
tax bracket for trucks with a gross 
weight of 18.000 to 23,000 pounds. 
The lowest weight category under 
the axle-mile 
proposal 
is 
23,000 
pounds. 
The axle-mile bill would levy its 
tax quarterly, it 
would 
apply 
to 
trucks with three or more axles 
and would be collected on the num­ 
ber of miles traveled.

Annual Siesta 


Summer To See More 
Plants Shut Down 
For Vacation Time 


NEW YORK OPS— Business is get­ 
ting ready for its usual sum m er 
siesta. The question this year is: 
At what level will it start up again 
in September? 
A number of important indus­ 
tries will largely close down during 
part or all of July for the annual 
vacations. This practice is spread­ 
ing through industry. Each year 
more plants join the vacation shut­ 
down move. 
And this year some plants have 
announced they are extending the 
vacation closings for a week or 
two longer, 
because new orders 
aren’t too abundant—one of the in­ 
creasing signs that the economy 
may be backing away from the 
peak activity of the long boom. 
A sum m er slow down, of course, 
doesn’t go for all industries. Some 
except to boom this sum m er as 
never before. These are the ones 
that cater to America-on-the-move. 
Resorts, 
shipping, 
airline 
and 
auto 
industries 
anticipate 
their 
biggest sum m er. Gasoline dealers, 
busy at the moment raising prices, 
expect 
to 
sell 
more 
than 
ever 
before. 
But while vacationists are gad­ 
ding, their home factories will be 
idling. The index of industrial pro­ 
duction is due for a slide. 
In 
itself this 
won’t 
mean 
too 
much. The question will be how 
much it recovers in late August 
and early September. Most busi­ 
nessmen 
are waiting to see the 
strength of the fall pick-up before 
making any predictions on whether 
the boom has topped out and a 
mild recession is coming. 
The industrial production index, 
and several other statistical m ea s­ 
uring sticks, w on’t he too indica­ 
tive this su m m er for still another 
reason. 
For the next two months, com ­ 
parisons with year afo figures will 
have a much too rosey hue. That’s 
because the big steel strike of last 
sum m er put industrial production 
figures then at an unusually low 
sum m er level. In many places the 
strike also lowered retail sales fig­ 
ures. This happened not only in 
steel making centers but in other 
industrial communities where lay­ 
offs were raused by steel short­ 
ages. 
As a result, even with vacations 
and other sum m er - 
type 
slow 
downs, industrial production 
and 
retail sales figures may look good 
this sum m er if you merely com ­ 
pare them with last sum m er’s ab­ 
normally low totals and averages. 
Also likely to 
complicate 
this 
sum m er’s business picture is the 
muddied and confusing view of in­ 
ternational affairs.

WASHINGTON tfV-Since the Ko­ 
rean War is three years old today 
this might seem a good time for 
appraising what has been gained 
or lost by the United States and 
United Nations on one side and the 
Communists on the other. 
4b But any appraisal now can only 
be tem porary even though some 
results may seem apparent. What 
se^m like positive accomplishments 
today could be wiped out five years 
from 
now 
without 
another 
shot 
being fired. 
For instance, if peace is restored, 
South 
Korea 
through trade and 
other pressures and relationships 
with North Korea and China might 
infiltrated by Communists who 
could take over quietly. 
At the same time the future may 
show Korea'Was the turning point 
in the Western World’s struggle 
against communism for it was to­ 
ward the end of the three years 
that Russia changed tactics and 
talked peace. 
In short, the full results of the 
Korean War cannot be known for 
years. Yet, on a tem porary basis 
%>nlv, some things on the credit and 
debit sides can be pointed to. 
This country and its Allies in 
the U. N 
have operated in the 
belief that in the .struggle against 
communism 
none 
of 
them 
can 
stand alone, that they must work 
collectively, and that Communist 
expansion and aggression must be 
stopped. 
From that view point there can 
he no doubt the U. N .’s getting 
Jlnto the war accomplished a num­ 
ber of things: 
A. It saved the Republic of Korea 
from being overwhelmed by Com­ 
munist force. 
B. It was a suprem e test of the 
U. N. itself: would it be simply a 
helpless and ineffective debating 
society like the League of Nations 
or was it able and willing to take 
collective action against aggres - 1 
^sion ? The answer was that it would 
•-set. 
C. This in turn undoubtedly stif­ 
fened the backs of many smaller 
countries which, unable to match 
the might of Russia or Communist 
China, might otherwise have yield­ 
ed long before now to Communist 
pressure or threats or direct at­ 
tack. 
D. Judging from what has not 
happened in the past three years, 
{0 he Communists were discouraged 
from committing similar aggres­ 
sions elsewhere. If they had used 
Korea as a testing ground to find 
out how much they could get away 
with, they found their answer. 
E. Fear of what might come next 
to all of them after the Korean 
outbreak drove the Western Allies 
into stepped-up rearm am ent, giv­ 
ing them a military defense at the 
end of the three years far greater 
£ h a n they had before Korea. 
•So 
much for what the Allies 
accomplished. But there is a debit 
side which, except for the lives 
lost, does not appear on the ledger 
at the moment as very grave. 
The costs of Korea and re a rm a ­ 
ment put an economic strain on the 
Allies. And they developed inner 
tensions At the end of three years, 
seemingly lulled into a feeling of 
security by Russia’s sweet-taik and 
J i t u.ssia s failure to make another 
aggressive move, the Western Al­ 
lies have slowed down their re­ 
arm am ent. 
And some differences, such as in 
dealing with Russia, h..ve begun to 
appear among them.

THAT STATUTE AGAIN 
HARL i BRIDGES, WITH another as­ 
sist from the Supreme Court, continues to 
escape denaturalization and deportation. 
The Supreme Court has invalidated h i s 
conviction for perjury, a decision that has 
produced what may prove to be premature 
jubilation in the San Francisco headquar­ 


ters of his longshoremen’s union. 
The Supreme Court did not say that 
Bridges and two associates did not commit 
perjury when they testified at his natural­ 
ization proceedings that Bridges was not 
a Communist. What the Supreme C o u r t 
said, by a 4-3 vote, wa^ that the perjury 
charge had been outlawed by the statute 
of limitations. “The indictment cam e too 
late to be effective,” was the way t h e 
court expressed it. In other words, they 
weren’t caught soon enough. 
This was a victory of sorts for Bridges 
and his cohorts, but it was not vindication. 
It rested on an odd assumption which has 
frequently prevented punishment for con­ 
duct, official and otherwise. The statute of 
limitations says, in effect, that if a crime 
can be concealed long enough it was never 
committed. 
Responsibility for the present status of 
the Bridges case rests on a Congress that 
thinks perjury should not be punished un­ 
less it is discovered within three yeari. 
However, it should be noted that three of 
the seven justices participating in the deci­ 
sion thought a special statute extending 
the limit to five years applied to Bridges. 
A change of one vote would have made fhis 
the majority view. 
Nor can Bridges yet be sure that he will 
not eventually be back in Australia. Civil 
proceedings for the revocation of his citi­ 
zenship are pending, and here Bridges will 
find no friendly statute of limitations to 
bar the question of fraud. 


FISH IN THE SEA 
AFTER WHAT IS called exhaustive re­ 
search, a Florida professor comes up with 
the not too astonishing information t h a t 
married women as a group are more beau­ 
tiful than single women, but among t h e 
single women there are a few who are far 
more beautiful than any caught in wedlock. 
But the professor is a married man and, 
no doubt, quite human. There must be days 
when, content with life as he lives it, he 
reflects that beauty is as beauty does. And 
he, too, must have his hours when the mind 
turns wayward, if only to ruminate that 
there are lovelier fish in the sea than ever 
were caught. 


The judge who sentenced the Rosen­ 
bergs, Irving R. Kaufman, I know well and 
respect highly for his character, his' cour­ 


a g e and his erudition. Only 43 years old, he 
already has had a long and important car­ 
eer as a lawyer, serving in 
the 
Depart­ 
ment of Justice before he was appointed i 
to the Federal Judiciary at the age of 39. J 
Perhaps never before has a judge in an ; 
American court been subjected to such or- ; 
ga ai zed m ass pressure. Judge Kaufman’s 
life and the lives of his wife and children 
were threatened. He received so large a 
volume of vituperative mail that he had to 
stop reading it; he was called on the tele­ 
phone day and night until he stopped an­ 
swering calls even from personal friends. 
(An unlisted telephone number did n o t 
help; somehow the Communists managed 
to discover what it was.) 
But the worst pressure was in that cur­ 
ious New York atmosphere of liberalism, I 
which often rejects the law in favor of mob 
rule. Every kind of influence was brought 
to bear on Judge Kaufman to change his 
decision. The usual argument was: 
“Why do you need to assume this 
re- I 
sponsibilitv? Make the sentence lower and 
your troubles will be over.” It is the old 
and dangerous argument against sticking j 
one’s neck out, a theory which makes for I 
irresponsibility and even corruption. 
This counsel came not from Commu­ 
nists, but from so-called respectable citi- j 
zens, some of them with important names 
in the community, men who should under­ 
stand what the words, duty and responsi­ 
bility mean in a free society. They placed 
personalities above the la\v and, by their 
conduct, imperilled our way of life. 
The volume of petitions was enormous 
and to them were signed the names of im- j 
portant educators, clergymen, 
authors, 
politicians, all of whom seemed to view 
Judge Irving Kaufman as an ogre who was 
sentencing innocent persons. 
Yet, the Rosenbergs were convicted by 
a jury in open court; the conviction was 
confirmed six times by the Supreme Court 
of the United States; numerous appeals to 
the President produced neither pardon nor 
a commutation. 
The Rosenbergs had a fair fight for their 
lives and their case requires no discussion 
here. The Communists expended them as 
readily as they do all the children of the 
revolution who have served their purposes. 
Those who join conspiracies must expect 
to die by them. 
Our courts are the last refuge of human 
freedom because in them the law, not the 
private advantages of men, should govern. 
The Federal courts, in particular, have 
a good name during most of American his­ 
tory because the judges who served on 
that bench are appointed for life or good 
behavior and once appointed are freed for­ 
ever from the favor of powerful individuals 
or of the mob. 
Judge Irving Kaufman has served with 
dignity and propriety. The law dictated his 
conduct and he never f a l t e r e d in its 
service.

Planning to open first aid classes 
here in about two weeks, Bernard 
Tait, Pickaway County's new civil 
defense director, reminded the pub­ 
lic Thursday his organization in it­ 
self can be insurance against World 
War III. 
At the base of any adequate 
civil defense setup, he said, must 
be a “ clear understanding of 
what we’re trying to do.” 
Giving his views on the local pic­ 
ture since he took over the civil de­ 
fense helm from Ben Gordon, I ait 
said: 
“ With the help of others who ap­ 
preciate the wisdom of civil de­ 
fense in Pickaway County. I vc had 
a good opportunity to calculate 
what we would need here in the 
w ay of medical services if we found 
ourselves 
suddenly faced 
by 
a 
great emergency. 
» 
* 
* 
“THE PICTURE 
in 
many re ­ 
spects would be the same for a 
large-scale natural disaster as 
it 
would be for one brought about by 
sneak enemy air raids on this im ­ 
portant section of the state. There 
would be different details to han­ 
dle, and handle in a hurry—but the 
sudden confusion that arises first in 
all major emergencies would be 
largely the same. 
“ Regardless of how we feel to­ 
ward the international situation and 
no 
matter 
what 
we 
think 
the 
chances of a natural disaster 
in 
this area may be, common sense 
tells us to prepare for the worst. 
F a r better to have the protection 
if and when we need it. 
“ Careful and complete planning 
now can pay tremendous dividends 
in lives saved, morale preserved 
and rehabilitation hastened if the 
shock comes. No matter what form 
it takes, it will be too late to plan 
when the emergency is upon us. 
“The results of a successful 
atomic attack against an unpre­ 
pared populace could be so dev­ 
astating that it could end all-out 
war in victory for the enemy al­ 
most before we would realize 
World War III had come. 
The 
story of the atomic bomb raids 
on Japan, which 
hastened 
V-J 
Day in 1945, could be reversed 
with this nation the loser. Re­ 
mote as it seems now, we ought 
to face the facts and admit that 
it’s true. 
“ Then, in addition to realizing 
what sudden, all-out war c o u l d 
mean, we should keep in mind that 
a good, known defense is bound to 
reduce the chances of a sneak, en­ 
em y assault. Adequate plans would 
rob any such attack of the surprise 
element, forcing the enemy to meet 
a high price which may in itself 
help to keep the peace. 
“ Meanwhile, when we plan 
for 
sudden war, we are also providing 
a standby organization that could 
be of priceless worth in the event 
of natural catastrophe. E v e n in 
smaller emergencies—wrecks, ex­ 
plosions and the like—this organ­ 
ization could mean far more to 
Pickaway County than most of us 
realize now.

“IN THE CAUSE of civil defense, 
of course, we cannot give all the 
details that must be covered and 
considered. All that has to be ob­ 
tained from many sources, espe­

“ Dangerous driving isn t always 
wilful,” he said. “ Often it's lack 
of knowledge that leads drivers into 
accidents involving speeding.” 
For this reason, Greene ex­ 
plained, the patrol is em phasiz­ 
ing a list of six items as a “ Safe 
Speed Cheek List” for the June 
traffic safety program sponsored 
bv the patrol and the National 
Safety Council. 
The six item check list 
is: 
I. 
Drive at a speed so you can stop in 
the assured clear distance ahead; 
2. Slow down before you 
get 
to 
curves 
and 
intersections; 
3. 
At 
night, drive at the speed which will 
let you stop within your headlight 
range; 4. Drive with traffic. You 
probably are going too fast if you 
are passing m any cars—too slow if 
many are passing you; .5. Where 
children are playing, be 
able to 
stop in a car length or less; and 
6 When you're tired or inattentive, 
stop.
